Electricity Now Is 
Available For All 
Emergencies 


Ample electric power is availa­ 
ble to meet fully the anticipated 
industrial and m ilitary expansion 
resulting from the present na­ 
tional emergency, in addition to 
fulfilling civilian needs, in those 
parts of the state served by Tex­ 
as Power & Light Company, it 
was announced by W. W. Lynch, 
president of Texas Power & Light 
Company. 
“Unless government 
lim itations are 
imposed 
which 
would prevent the completion of 
the construction program under 
way since 1947, there is no dan­ 
ger of being short in the supply 
of electric power for any fore­ 
seeable loads within the area,” 
he said. 
ACJhe present tim e, Mr. Lynch 
•aid, Texas Power & Light Com­ 
pany can supply, more than twice 
as much electricity as it could 
just prior to World W ar II. “To­ 
day the company has an available 
capacity of 328,900 kilow atts as 
compared to 155,940 kilow atts in 
1941. 
Two m ajor installations 
atone—a t the m ain 
generating 
station at Trinidad and a t the 
Waco plant—have accounted for 
some 85,000 kilow atts of the in­ 
crease within the last two years. 
“In addition,” he 
said, “the 
company 
is 
now' 
installing a 
6,000-kilowatt generating 
plant 
a t Gainesville and has scheduled 
an 
80,000-kilowatt 
station for 
completion during 1953. Still an­ 
other plant of between 80,000 and 
100,000 - kilow atts 
capacity 
is 
planned for completion in 1954.’ 
This increased generating ca 
parity represents only a p art of 
the company’s construction pro­ 
gram . 
A new 132,000-volt sub­ 
station went into operation 
at 
Stephenville in Septem ber and 
the capacity of several existing 
stations was increased substan­ 
tially. 
Sim ilar 
attention 
has

given the com pany’s transm is­ 
sion 
system 
which 
has

substantially strengthened, par­ 
ticularly in areas subject to re­ 
c u rin g ice storm s so as to w ith­ 
stand

voltages of distribution system s 
ta towns and cities served by the 
company have been increased un­ 
der methods which perm it serv- 
'iwg a greater power demand with 
the same wire, thus reducing the 
^amount of new copper or alumi­ 
um! wiring used. 
“As a m atter of fact,” Mr. 
L’^ n c h said, “our entire construc­ 
t i o n program has been carefully 
a n a ly z e d and screened to reduce 
b j a minimum the use of critical 
M aterials which will be needed in 
t# lf nation’s defense program .”

It is not necessary to be wholly 
ir permanently “retired” to get 
retirement payments under the 
Old-Age and Survivors Insur­ 
ance system, according to Z. E.

A board of directors is elected 
by the members of the co-op. 
Each member gets just one vote,

of directors 
m akes policies and generally su­ 
pervises things. It m akes reports 
regularly to the members of the 
organization. 
The members 
of 
the board of directors are usually 
elected because of their honesty 
and w illingness to help people. 


I The members of the board of di­ 
rectors are never paid a salary. 
The REA Co-op m anager, how­ 
ever, is paid a salary. 
He is 
hired by the board o f directors 
who give him his orders. 
He is 
the only who has full charge of 
the actual operation of the sy s­ 
tem . He supervises all other em ­ 
ployees. All the members of the 
cooperative should try to coop­ 
erate with the m anager at all 
tim es. 


Funds are alw ays needed at 
first to finance the budding co­ 
operative. These funds are bor­ 
rowed from REA.

When the

use of its service, not in propor­ 
tion to their investm ent. 
You can easily see how an REA 
Co-op can be called one of the

AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 15. — 
Casual visitors at the C apitol 
sometimes get the notion that 
senators and representatives are 
loafing. 
Especially during this 
first 
part of a legislative session, the 
lawmakers will not likely be on 
the floor of House and Senate 
many hours per day or many 
hours per week. 
The truth is, however, that view 
from the spectators’ galleries is 
deceiving. 
At this stage, most of the Leg- 
isature’s work is done in the 
members’ offices. 
Long, thoughtful work must 
go into the preparation of bills 
before they are presented on the 
floor. Later, these bills will be 
sent to committees, to be care­ 
fully studied. 
Many ill-advised 
pieces of proposed legislation are 
killed in the committee, and never 
get to the floor of Senate or 
House. 
Experienced observers of the 
Legislature’s work are studying 
the committee appointments, made 
in the House by the new Speak­ 
er, Reuben Senterfit of San Saba, 
and in the Senate by Lieutenant 
Governor Ben Ramsey of San 
Augustine. 
A man who knows the m em -j 
hers of both houses personally,; 
and is familiar with their records,, 
can coma near to predicting ac­ 
curately how they will stan d onj 
any given bill, and thus w hat; 
chance a bill has of passage. 
When the committees begin 
meeting, there will be open heat­ 
ings on bills. Interested citizens 
will come and express themselves 
for and against the many issues 
now being discussed. 


Because of the great 
of bills that will be int 
and the widespread interest in 
many of them, many committee 
hearings will be held a tt .night. 
The Legislature’s timetable is 
to complete its work in 120 days 
-but this session is likely to last 
much longer. This does not mean 
hat the members are dawdling. 
Ut cr 120 days of the grind, they 
vill be tired and they will want 
o go home. Besides, their pay 
drops, after four months, from 
ten to five dollars a day. 
The reason for their staying 
longer is to get the job done. 
Summing it all up—the Legis­ 
lature’s work is complex, diffi-1 
cult. and trying. This business of 
the State of Texas is negotiated 
under conditions that are often 
adverse. 
Lobbyists, for example, will 
make all kinds of demands for 
the persons and interests they 
represent. Members will get let­ 
ters from their home district*. 
On some questions, their consti­ 
tu e n ts will be of divided opinion. 
The letters must be answered 
courteously and tactfully.

who

with 
legislative programs and 
procedure are sometimes quick to 
criticize what their lawmakers 
are doing—or are not doing. 
But a longer look at the Huse 
and Senate will reveal that the 
members of those bodies put in 
long hours of hard work trying 
to solve problems that some­ 
times seem impossible.

H 
IS method was always simple. 
He did not use long words, he 
did not "put his hay on such a high 
shelf that only intellectual giraffes 
could reach it,” as Billy Sunday 
expressed it. Common people heard 
him gladly, because he taught in 
the kind of language they used, he 
spoke of things that were familiar 
to them. 
So the good teacher today 
never teaches over the heads 
of the class. This means he 
has to have a good imagination, 
has to make believe to himself 
that he is one of the class In­ 
stead of the teacher. He has 
to remember how the world 
looked to him when he was a 
boy, he has to stay young in 
heart. 
Jesus could surely have taught 
more profoundly than he did. In­ 
deed, he said at the end of his 
days, "I have many things to say 
.. . but ye cannot bear them now." j 
However true a thing might be, 
he would not say it if his hearers , 
were not ready for it.

Truth in Pictures 
f 
HEN Jesus taught in pictures; 
we call them parables. 
The 
best-loved and remembered parts I 
of his teaching are the stories he 
told. Every one of them was sim­ 
ple; they were about the kinds of 
people his listeners knew or had 
often heard of. 
The good teacher will always 
■se illustrations. But the best 
ones will come right out of the 
experience of the pupils. Jesus 
never quoted from a book his 
bearers had not read. He never 
used illustrations that only a 
Ph.D. could understand. Fur­ 
thermore, he never tried to 
teach two things at once. 
A teacher, looking over a Sunday 
school lesson, may find it full of 
suggestive ideas; but it is general­ 
ly better to pick out one truth and 
illustrate it in several ways, as 
Jesus did when speaking of the 
Kingdom of God, than it is to try 
to bring out everything that could 
be brought out, and so confusing 
the class.
